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RULES. 



Attendance and ADjoxmNMENT. 

1. No member shall absent himself from the 
service of the Senate without leave, unless he is 
sick or unable to attend. 

2. A majority of senators shall be necessary to 
proceed to business : five may adjourn, and nine 
mav order a call of tne Senate, send for absentees, 
and make any order for their censure or dis- 
charge. On a call of the Senate, the doors shall 
not be closed against any senator until his 
name shall have been once enrolled. 

3. When the Senate adjourns each day, every 
senator shall keep his seat until the President 
leaves his seat. 

II. 
The President. 

4. If any question be put upon a bill or reso- 
lution the President shall state the same with- 
out sumiment. 

5. 'me President may call any senator to the 
chair, who shall exercise its functions for the 
time ; but no senator, by virtue of such appoint- 
ment, shall preside for a longer period than 
three days. 

6. At the commencement of each session, the 
Senate shall elect four pages, who shall receive 
for their services two dollars per day each.

7. The clerk of the Senate shall not suffer 
any records or papers to be taken from the table

or out of his custody by any person except a 
chairman of a committee ; but ne may deuver 
any bills or papers, directed to be printed, to the 
superintendent of public printing, or to any 
senator, on taking his receipt for the same. 

8. The Journal of the Senate shall be daily 
drawn up by the clerk, and after being exam- 
ined by the President shall be read the suc- 
ceeding day; it shall be printed under the 
supervision of the clerk, and delivered to the 
senators without delay. 

9. The clerk of the Senate shall appoint a first 
assistant and a second assistant clerk, and five 
conmiittee clerks, not more than one of whom 
shall be appointed from the same congressional 
district. One of the committee clerks shall be 
clerk [of the committee on roads and internal 
navigation, and of agriculture, mining and 
manufacturing ; one of the committee on gen- 
eral laws, and of privileges and elections ; one 
of the committee for courts of iustice, and on 
pubUc institutions and education ; one of the 
committee on finance and banks ; one of the 
committee on county, city and town organiza- 
tions^ and on fish and game. The clerks so 
appointed shall remain in the capitol during 
the sessions of the Senate, and shall perform any 
duties that the other standing committees may 
require, when not employed by their respective 
committees, and the clerk of the Senate may 
also require said clerks, when not employed by 
the standing committees, to assist in engrossing 
bills or aid him in the Senate chamber when 
n^Hsessary. The said clerks shall be removable 
by t±ie clerk of the Senate, or by the committees 
of which they are clerks. The second assistant 
clerk, who shidl act as clerk of the committee 
on education, shall receive the same compensa- 
tion as a clerk of a committee. 
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10. Before reading each bill the clerk shall 
announce whether it is the first, second or third 
time of reading the bill. 

11. The clerks of the Senate and House of 
Delegates may interchange messages at such 
time between the hour of adjournment and 
that of meeting on the following day as that the 
said messages may be read immediately after 
the orders of the day. 

12. The clerk of the Senate shall, at each ses- 
sion, have printed and bound with the manual 
of rules, &c., the constitution of Virginia, for 
the use of the senators. 

IV. 

Sebgeant-at-Arms and Doorkeeper. 

13. No senator shall be taken into custody by 
the sergeant-at-arms on any complaint of breacn 
of privilege until the matter is examined by the 
committee of privileges and elections and re- 

§orted to the Senate, unless by order of the 
enate. 

14. It shall be the duty of the doorkeeper of 
the Senate to preserve, in chronological or num- 
erical order, a copy of every printed document 
distributed in the Senate, and to deliver the 
same at the close of the session to the clerk of 
the Senate, whose duty it shall be to have them 
bound and preserved in his office for the use of 
this body. 

15. In order to prevent interruption of the 
business of the Senate, the doorkeeper shall be 
constantly at his post during the sessions of the 
Senate, and shall admit within the chamber no 
person except officers of the government of this; 
and any other state, and of the United States ; 

2 
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members and ex-members of Congress and 
House of Delegates ; their officers ; ex-members 
of the Senate of Virginia ; ministers of the gospel 
and reporters of the proceedings of the Senate ; 
but ladies and their escor s may be assigned 
privileged seats. It shall be the duty of the 
doorkeeper to show all x>ersons not entitled to 
privileged seats to the gallery. It shall be his 
dutv, when any person desires an interview 
witn a s'enator or tne President, or the clerk of 
the Senate, to send a messenger to him, and such 
person may be admitted to one of the privileged 
seats, if so invited by either of them. And the 
President of the Senate shall, moreover, be per- 
mitted to invite to a seat near the chair, any 
person he may deem worthy of such distinction. 

V. 

Committees. 

16. At the commencement of each session the 
following committees shall be elected : 

I. A committee of privileges and elections, to 
consist of not less than seven nor more than ten 
senators. 

II. A committee for courts of justice, to con- 
sist of not less than seven nor more than eleven 
senators. • 

III. A committee on general laws, to consist 
of not less than seven nor more than nine 
senators. 

IV. \ committee on roads and internal navi- 
gation, to consist of not less than seven nor more 
than thirteiMi senators. 

V. A committee on finance and banks, to con- 
sist of not less than seven nor more than twelve 
senators. 
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VI. A committee on public institutions and 
education, to consist of not less than seven nor 
more than twelve senators. 

VII. A committee on county, city and town 
organizations, to consist of not less than seven 
nor more than ten enators. 

VIII. A committee on agriculture, mining, 
and manufacturing, to consist of not less than 
seven nor more than nine senators. 

IX. A committee on fish and game, to consist 
of not less than seven nor more than nine sen* 
ators. 

X. A comnjlttee on enrolled bills, to consist 
of not less ihan seven nor more than nine 
senators. 

The follow! tig committees shall consist of 
three senat<^rs, viz :

17. The standing c mmittees hhall bo elected 
by the Senate, unless the Senate direct other- 
wise, and the senator first named by the Pres- 
ident shall be the chairman, unless the com- 
mittee direct otherwise. 

18. The several committees shall, in all cases, 
report whether other casts comprised within the 

Srincipal of the matter referred may arise ; and 
' a biU be ordered, it shall provide for all such 
cases ; and upon any matter referred, the com- 
mittee shall have power to report by bill. 
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19. Select committees shall consist of not less 
than three nor more than nine senators, unless 
the Senate direct otherwise. 

20 The committee of privileges and elections 
shall examine the oaths taki n by each senator 
and the certificate of election furnished by the 
proper officer, and report th^ reon to the Senate. 

21. The committee of privileges and elections 
shall report in all cases of privileges or con- 
tested elections the principles and reasons on 
which their resolutions are founded. 

22. The committee on finance and banks 
shall, at each session, examine into the indebt- 
ednesH of the commonwealth, the revenues and 
expenditures of the preceding year, aud prepare 
an estimate of the expense of the succeeding 
year, and make such report theieon as they 
mav deem proper. 

23. The committee on general laws shall, at 
each session, examine into the state and man- 
ner of administration of the literary fund, and 
make such report thereon as they may deem 
proper. 

24. To the committee on general laws shall 
be referred all resolutions ana bills concerning 
the militia, private claims, propositions and 
grievances, and other matter of a general 
nature, not properly referable to any other 
standing committee. 

25. To the committee on public institutions 
and education shall be rererred a'l bills and 
resolutions concerning education, the peniten- 
tiary, lunatic asylums, the institution for the 
deaf, dumb and the blind, the armory, and other 
public property, at the seat of government. 
And it shall be the duty of said committee to 
examine at each seS'«ion into the condition of 
the penitentiary and make such report thereon 
as tney may deem proper. 
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26. To the committee on agriculture, mining, 
and manufacturing shall be referred all bilfi, 
resolutions and petitions concerning agricul- 
ture, mining, manufacturing, conunerce, and 
mecnanic arts. 

27. The committee to examine the clerk's 
office shall see that all papers belonging there- 
to are properly filed, labelled, and put away in 
the presses, and that the books belooging to the 
office are chronologically arranged, and shall 
make an annual report thereof to the Henate. 

28. When a bill seeking relief or for an act of 
incorporation is referred to a standing commit- 
tee of the Senate, the committee shall examine 
whether the object can be obtained by appli- 
cation to the courts under the general laws ; 
and if so, it shall be the duty of the conmiittee 
to report that it shall not pass, unless there be 
special reasons for its consiaeration by the 
general assembly. And no variation of maxi- 
mum capital or (quantity of land which the 
courts are authorized to empower corporations 
to hold, not shown to be indispensably neces- 
sary to the object of the corporations, shall be 
deemed by the committee as ^exempting the 
bill from the operation of laws conferring on 
the courts the power of granting charters or 
affording relief. 

29. The President of the Senate, the Presi- 
dent pro tempore^ and the chairman of the 
committee on privileges and elections, shall 
constitute a standing committee on rules, to 
whom all resolutions amending or altering 
the rules of the Senate shall be referred ; ana 
said committee shall report such amendments 
to said rules as in their judgment are necessary 
and proper. 

30. A majority of any committee shall consti- 
tute a quorum. 
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VI. 

OBDEB OF BUSINESS. 

31. After reading the Journal, one hour, to be 
called the "morning hour," shall be devoted 
as follows : 

I. To dispose of communications from the 
House of iJelegates and the executive. 

II. To receive reports from standing com- 
mittees (for which purpose they shall be called 
by the clerk). 

III. To receive reports from select commit- 
tees. 

IV. To receive resolutions, petitions, and bills, 
on leave. 

32. At the expiration of the morning hour 
the Senate shall proceed to the consideration of 
the calendar, as follows : 

I. The unfinished business of the preceding 
day. 

n. Bill«rand resolutions in the order in which 
they stand on the calendar. 

83. When a bill or resolution of the House of 
Delej2:ates is passed or rejected by the Senate, it 
shall remain under the control of the Senate 
for the space of two days, and the fact of the 
passage or rejection, with the bill or resolution, 
shall then be communicated to the House of 
Delegates, unless otherwise ordered. 

34. All bills or other business originating in 
the Senate shall be dispatched in the order in 
which they are introduced, and all bills and 
resolutions sent from the House of Delegates 
shall be dispatched in the order in which they 
are sent, unless in either case the Senate direct 
otherwise.

36. All bills originating in the Senate shall 
be read on three separate days, and in case they 
be of a general nature, they shall be printed 
after their first reading. 

36. Bills and resolutions originating in the 
House of Delegates, and not requiring imme- 
diate action, shall be read the first and second 
times when received, and referred to their 
appropriate committees, unless the Senate direct 
otherwise. 

37. A bill presented by a senator, by leave of 
the Senate, may be committed before its first 
reading ; but no bill reported from a committee 
of the Senate shall be recommitted or amended 
until it has been twice read, nor shall any bill 
be amended after its third reading, except by 
the unanimous consentof the Senate. 

38. Joint resolutions, originating in the 
Senate, shall lie on the table one day at least, 
unless otherwise ordered. 

39. The yeas and nays on any question shall, 
at the desire of five senators, be entered on the 
Journal. After the yeas and nays shall have 
been taken, and before they are counted or 
entered on the journal, the clerk shall read over 
the names of those who voted in the aflflrma- 
tive and of those who voted in the negative, at 
which time any senator shall have the right to 
correct any mistake committed in enrolling his 
name. 

40. Upon the determination of a question any 
senator may enter his protest upon the Journal, 
with the consent of one-third of the senators 

g resent ; and on the question, "Shall the protest 
e entered on the Journal ?^^ no privileged 
motion shall be in order except to adjourn. 

41. Whenever the Senate proceeds to consider 
any nominations of the governor, which are 
subject to the choice or ratification of the 
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Senate, the same shall be considered in exeeu- 
tive session, with closed doors, and the proceed- 
ings thereon shall be secret, unless the injunc- 
tion of secrecy be removed by a vote of the 
Senate. 

42. A motion to take from the table shall not 
be in order, unless the bill, resolution, or other 
matter proposed to be taken up would be appro- 
priate for consideration under the order of ousi- 
ness then in hand, as prescribed by rules 81 
and 32. 

VII. 

Obdeb and Decorum. 

43. While the President is reporting or put- 
ting any question, or the clerk is reporting a 
bill or calling the roll, or a senator is addressing 
the Chair, strict order shall be observed. 

44. If words be spoken in debate that give 
offence, exceptions thereto shall be taken the 
same day, and be stated in writing ;^nd in such 
case, if the words be decided by the President or 
by the Senate, upon an appeal, to be offensive, 
and they be not explained or retracted by the 
senator who uttered them, he shall be subject to 
such action as the Senate shall deem necessary. 

VIII. 

ASCEBTAININa THE QUESTION. 

45. A motion for a second reading, and a 
motion for committing the bill, may be submit- 
ted at the same time ; but the question upon 
these motions shall be put separately, if required 
by any senator. 
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46. Any senator may call for a division of the 
question, which shall be divided if it compre- 
hend propositions so distinct in substance that 
one, ifeing taken away, a substantive proposi- 
tion shall remain for the decision of the Senate ; 
and a motion to strike out being lost, i-hall prer 
elude neither amendment nor a motion to 
insert, nor a motion to strike out and insert. 

47. When a question is pending, no motion 
shall be received but to adjourn, to pass by for 
the pending question, for the previous ques 
tion, to lie on the table, to postpone indefi- 
nitely, to adjourn the question to a diflerent 
day, to commit, or amend ; which several 
motions shall have precedence in the order in 
which they are arranged. 

IX. 

The Pending and Previous Questions. 

48. Upon a motion for the pending question, 
seconded by a majority of the senators present, 
indicated by rising or by a recorded vote, the 
President shall immediately put the pending 
question ; and all incidental questions of order 
arising after a motion for the pending question 
is made, and pending such motion, shall be 
decided, whether on appeal or otherwise, with- 
out debate. 

49. Upon a motion for the previous question, 
seconded by a majority of senators present, indi- 
cated by rising or by a recorded vote, the 
President shall immediately put the question, 
first upon amendments in the order prescribed 
in the rules, and then upon the main Question. 
If the previous question oe not ordered, debate 
may continue as if the motion had not been 
made.

Taking the Vote. 

60. Every senator present, when any question 
is put or vote taken, shall vote or be counted as 
voting on one side or the other ; but no senator 
shall vote on a question in the event of which 
he is immediately or personally interested. 

61. Every question shall be first put in the 
affirmative, and then in the negative, and the 
President shall declare whether the yeas or nays 
have it ; which declaration shall stand as the 
judgment of the Senate, unless a senator call for 
a division, in which event the President shall 
divide the Senate. 

62. When the yeas and nays are ordered, or a 
call of the Senate is directed, the names of the 
senators shall be called in alphabetical order. 

63. No senator shall be allowed to vote unless 
he be present within the chamber at the time 
the Senate is being divided, or before a determi- 
nation of the question upon a call of the roll. 

XI. 

Debate. 

64. When .any member is about to speak in 
debate, or deliver any matter to the Senate, he 
shall rise from his seat, and without advancing, 
with due respect, address **Mr. President/' 
confining himself strictly to the point in debate, 
and avoiding all disrespectful language. 

66. No member shall speak more than twice 
on the same subject, without leave of the 
Senate ; nor more than once, until every mem- 
ber choosing to speak shall have spoken. 
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56. No question shall be debated until it has 
been propounded by the President, and then 
the mover shall have a right to explain his 
views in preference to any senator. 

67. When the President is putting a question, 
any senator who has not spoken before to the 
matter may speak to the question before the 
negative is put. 

68. During any debate, any senator, though, 
he has spoken to the matter, may rise and 0peak 
to the orders of the Senate, if they be trans- 
CTessed, in case the President do not ; but if the 
President stand up at any time, he is first to be 
heard, and while he is up, senators must keep 
their seats. 

69. No senator shall be allowed to be inter- 
rupted while speaking, except on points of 
order, to correct erroneous statements, or to 
answer any questions that may be propounded 
by the senator speaking. 

60. Motions t • adjourn ; lay on the table ; for 
the pending question ; for the previous ques- 
tion ; to suspend the rules ; to take from the 
table ; to take up orders of the day ; to close 
debate ; to limit debate ; to extend limit of 
debate ; to read papers ; to reconsider questions 
not debatable, shall not be debated ; but upon 
a motion to suspend a rule, or to take from the 
table, to lay on the table, and to take up orders of 
the day, the mover shall be allowed five minutes 
to state the reasons for his motion, and one 
member opposed to the motion shall be 
allowed a like time to object. And when a 
question not debatable is before the Senate, all 
Incidental questions arising after it is stated 
e^all be decided and settled, whether on appeal 
or otherwise, without debate; and the same 
rule shall apply to all incidental questions 
arising after any question is putto the House. 
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XII. 
Reconsideration. 

61. A question being once determined must 
stand as the Judgment of the Senate, and cannot 
during the same session be drawn again into 
debate. No motion to reconsider a question 
which has been decided shall be entertained, 
unless it be made by a senator voting with the 

Srevailing side, nor unless made on the same 
ay on which the vote was taken or within the 
two next days of actual session of the Senate 
thereafter : provided, however, that when any 
question is decided in the negative simply for 
tne want of a majority of the whole Senate, any 
senator who was absent from the city of Rich- 
mond, or detained from his seat by sickness 
at the time of the vote sought to be reconsid^ 
ered, may move its reconsideration. 

XIII. 

Petitions. 

62. No petition of a private nature, having 
been once reiected, shall be acted on a second 
time, unless it be supported by new evidence ; 
nor shall any such petition, after a third ;disal- 
lowance, be again acted on. The several clerks 
of committees shall keep alphabetical lists of 
all such petitions, specifying the session at which 
they were presented and the determination of 
the Senate thereon, and shall deliver the origi- 
nal petition to the clerk of the Senate, to be 
preserved in his office. 

63. No petition shall be received claiming a 
sum of money or praying the settlement of 
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unliquidated accounts, unless it be accompanied 
with the certificate of disallowance from the 
executive or auditor, containing the reason why 
it was rejected . But this order shall extend to 
no i)erson applying for a pension. 

64. When any such petition or bill, founded on 
one, is rejected, such petition shall not be with- 
drawn ; but the petitioner, or senator presenting 
his petition, or any senator from the county 
or corporation in which the petitioner resides, 
may, without leave, withdraw any document 
filed therewith, and a list of all documents so 
withdrawn shall be preserved by the clerk. All 
petitions not finally acted on, may, with the 
accompanying documents, be in like manner 
withdrawn after the expiration of the session at 
which they were presented. 

65. No petition shall be read in the Senate, 
unless particularly requested by some senator ; 
but every senator presenting one shall announce 
the name of the petitioner, nature of the appli- 
cation, and whether, in his « pinion, a similar 
application had been before made by said 
petitioner. He shall also endoree on the back 
of the petition his own name as a pledge that it 
is drawn in respectful language ; whereupon it 
shall be delivered to the clerk, by whom it shall 
be laid before the proper committee. 

XIV. 

Manual and Rules. 



66. The rules of the Senate shall not be sus- 
I)ended, except by a vote of two-thirds of the 
senators present, to be ascertained by an actual 
divisirn of the Senate. 
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XV. 

Construction of Rules. 

67. In the construction of the foregoing rules, 
reference shall first be had to Jefferson ^s Manual 
and the digest of the rules of the Congress of 
the United States. 



CONSTITUTION. 



Whereas, the delegates and representatives of 
the good people of Virginia, in convention as- 
sembled, on I ne twenty-ninth day of June, in 
the year of our Lord, oi»e thousand seven hun- 
dred and seventy -six, reciting and declaring, 
that whereas George the Third, King of Great 
Britain and Ireland, and elector of Hanover, be- 
fore that time entrusted with the exercise of the 
kingly office in the government of Virginia, had 
endeavored to pervert the same into a detestable 
and insupportable tyranny, by putting his nega- 
tive on laws the most wholesome and necessary 
for the public good ; by denying his governors 
permission to pass laws for immediate and press- 
ing importance, unless suspended in their operi^- 
tion for his ansent, and, when so suspended neg- 
lecting to attend to them for many years ; by 
refusing to pass certain other laws, unless the 
persons to be benefited by them would relin- 
quish the inalienable right of representation in 
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the legislature ; by dissolving legislative assem^ 
blies repeatedly and continually, for opposing 
with manly firmness his invasions of the rights 
of the people ; when dissolved, by refusing to 
call others for a long space of time, thereby leav- 
ing the political system without any legislative 
head ; by end' avoringto prevent the p-pulation 
of our country, and for that purpose obstructing 
the laws for naturalization of foreigners ; by 
keeping among us, in time of peace, standing 
armies and ships of war ; by affecting to render 
the military indept ndent ot and superior to the 
civil power ; by combining with others to subject 
us to a foreign Jurisdiction, giving his assent to 
their pretended acts of legislation for quartering 
large bodies of armed troops among us ; for cut- 
ting off our trade with all parts of the world ; 
for imposing taxes on us without our consent ; 
for depriving us of the benefit of the trial by 
jury ; for transporting us beyond the seas for 
trial for pretend!ed offences ; for suspending our 
own legislatures, and declaring themselves in- 
vested with power to. legislate for us in all cases 
whatsoever ; by plundering our seas, ravaging 
our cpasts, burning our towns, and destroying 
the lives of our people ; by inciting insurrection 
of our fellow-subjects with the allurements of 
forfeiture and confiscation ; by prompting our 
negroes to rise in arms among us—tliose very 
negroes whom, by an inhuman use of his nega- 
tive, he had refused us permission to exclude by 
law ; by endeavoring to oring on the inhabitants 
of our frontiers the merciless Indian savages, 
whose known rule of warfare is an undistin- 

fuished destruction of all ages, pexes, and con- 
itions of existence ; by transpoiting hither a 
large army of foreign mercenaries to complete 
the work of death, nesolation and tyranny, then 
already begun, with circumstancesof cruelty and 
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perfidy unworthy the head of a civilized nation ; 
Djr answering our repeated petitions for redress 
with a repetition of our injuries ; and finally, by 
abandoning the helm of government and declar- 
ing u< out of his allegiance and protection ; by 
which several acts of misrule, the government 
of this country, as before exercised under the 
crown of Great Britain, was totally dissolved — 
did, therefore, having maturely considered the 

S remises, and viewing with great concern the 
eplorable condition to which this once happy 
country would be reduced unless some regular, 
adequate mode of civil policy should be speedily 
adopted, and in compliance with the recommen- 
dation of the general congress, ordain and de- 
clare a form of government of Virginia : 

And whereas, a convention, held on the first 
Monday in October, in the year one thousand 
eight hundred and twenty-nine, did propose to 
the people of this commonwealth an amended 
constitution or form of government, which was 
ratified by them : 

And whereas, the General Assembly of Vir- 
ginia, by an act passed on the fourth of March, 
in tho year one thousand eight hundred and 
fifty, did provide for the election, by the p^ple, 
of aelegates to meet in general convention^ to 
consider, discuss and propose a new constitution, 
or alterations and amendments to the existing 
constitution of this commonwealth ; and by an 
act passed on the thirteenth of March,in the year 
one thousand eight hundred and fifty-one, did 
further provide for submitting the same to the 
people for ratification or rejection ; and the same 
having been submitted accordingly,was ratified 
by them : 

And whereas, the General Assembly of Vir- 
ginia, by an act passed on the twenty-first day 
of December, in the year one thousand eight 
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hundred and sixty-three, did provide for the 
election, by the people, of delegates to meet in 
general convention, to consider, discuss, and 
adopt alterations and amendments to the exist- 
in^ constitution of this commonwealth, the 
delegates so assembled did, therefore, having 
maturely considered the premises, alopt a re- 
vised and amended constitution as the form of 
government of Virgioia : 

And whereas, the congress of the United 
States did, by an act passed on the second day 
of March, in the year one thousand eight hun- 
dred and sixtynseven, and entitled **an act to 
provide for the more efficient government of the 
rebel states,^* and by acts supplementary thereto, 
passed on the twenty-third day of March, and 
the nineteenth day of July, in the year one thou- 
sand eight hundred and sixty-seven, provide for 
the election, by the peo^jleof Virginia, qualified 
to vote under the provisions of said acts, of dele- 
gates to meet in convention, to frame a consti- 
tution or form of government for Virgiiia, in 
conformity with said acts ; and by the same acts 
did further provide for the submitting of such 
constitution to the qualified voters for ratifica- 
tion or rejection : 

We^ therefore, the delegates of the good people 
of Virginia, elected, and in convention as- 
sembled, in pursuance of said act, invoking the 
favor and guidance of Almighty God. do pro- 
pose to the people the following constitution and 
form of government for this commonwealth : 

ARTICLE I. 

BILL OP RIGHTS. 

A declaration of rights, made by the representa- 
tives of the good people of Virginia assembled 
3 
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in full and free convention; which rights do 
pertain to them and their posterity, as the basis 
and foundation of government, 

1. That all men are by nature equally free and 
independent, and have certain innerent rights, 
of which, when they enter into a state of society, 
they cannot, by any compact, deprive or divest 
their posterity, namely, the enjoyment of life 
and liberty, with the means of acquiring and 
possessing property, and pursuing and obtain- 
mg happiness and safety. 

2 That this state shall ever remain a member 
of the United States of America, and that the 
people thereof are a pai-t of the American nation, 
and that all attempts, from whatever source or 
upon whatever pretex, to disolve said union or 
to sever said nation, are unauthorized and ought 
to be resisted with the whole power of the state. 

3. That the Constitution of the United States, 
and the taws of congress passed in pursuance 
thereof, constitute the supreme law of the land, 
to which paramount allegiance and obedience 
are due from every citizen, anything in the con- 
stitution, ordinances or laws of any state to the 
contrary notwithstanding. 

4. That all power is vested in, and conse- 
quently derived from, the people ; that magis- 
trates are their trustees and servants, and at all 
times amenable to them. 

6. That government is, or ought to be, insti- 
tuted for the common benefit, protection and 
security of the people, nation or community ; of 
all the various modes and forms of government, 
that is best which is capable of producing the 
greatest degree of happiness and safety, and is 
most effectually secured against the danger of 
maladministration ; and that when any govern- 
ment shall be found inadequate or contrary to 
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these purposes, a majority of the oommuixity 
hath an indubitable, inalienable, and indefeasi- 
ble right to reform, alter or abolish it, in such 
manner as shall be judged most conducive to 
the public weal. 

6. That no man, or set of men, are entitled to 
exclusive or separate emoluments or privileges 
from the community but in consideration of 
public services ; which, not being descendible, 
neither ought the offices of magistrate, legislator 
or judge to be hereditary. 

7. That the legislative, executive, and judicial 
jjowers should be separate and distinct; and 
that the members thereof may be restrained 
from oppression, by feeling and participating 
the burthens of the people, tney should, at fixed 
periods, be reduced to a private station^ return 
mto that body from whicn thej' were originally 
taken, and the vacancies be supplied by fre- 
quent, certain, and regular elections, in which 
all or any x)artof the former members to be again 
eligible, or ineligible, as the laws shall direct. 

8. That all elections ought to be free, and that 
all men having sufficient evidence of permanent 
common interest with, and attachment to the 
community, have the right of suffrage, and 
cannot be taxed or deprived of their property 
for public uses, without their own consent, or 
that of their representatives so elected, nor 
bound by any law to which they have not in 
like manner assented, for the public good. 

9. That all power of suspending laws, or the 
execution of laws by any authority, without 
consent of the representatives of the people, is 
injurious to their rights, and ought not to be 
exercised. 

10. That in all capital or criminal prosecu- 
tions, a man hath a right to demand the cause 
and nature of his accusation, to be confronted 
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with the accusers and witnesses, to call for evi- 
dence in his favor, and to a speedy trial by an 
impartial jury of his vicinage, without whose 
unanimous consent he cannot be found guilty : 
nor can he be compelled to give evidence against 
himself ; that no man be deprived of his liberty, 
except by the law of the land or the judgment 
of his peers. 

11. That excessive bail ought not to be re- 
quired, nor excessive fines imposed, nor cruel 
and unusual punishment inflicted. 

12. That general warrants, whereby an officer 
or messenger may be commanded to search sus- 
pected pkuses without evidence of a fact com- 
mitted, or to seize any person or persons not 
named, or whose offence is not particularly de- 
scribed and supported by evidence, are grievous 
and oppressive, and ought not to be granted. 



13. That in controversies 



respecting property,

iury is preferable to any other, and ought to be 
leld sacred. 

14. That the freedom of the press is one of the 
great bulwarks of liberty, and can never be re- 
strained but by despotic governments, and any 
citizen may speak, write, and publish his senti- 
ments on all subjects, being responsible for the 
abuse of that liberty. 

15. That a well regulated militia, composed of 
the body of the people trained to arms, is the 
proper, natural, and safe defence of a free state : 
that standing armies in time of peace, should 
be avoided as dangerous to liberty, and that in 
all cases the military should be under strict 
subordination to, and governed by, the civil 
power. 

16. That the people have a right to uniform 
government ; and, therefore, that no govern- 
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ment separate from, or independent of, the goT- 
ernment of Virginia, ought to be erected or es- 
tablished within the limits thereof. 

17. That no free government, or the blessings 
of liberty, can be preserved to any people but by 
a firm adherence to justice, moderation, tem- 
perance, and virtue, and by a frequent recur- 
rence to fundamental principles. 

18. That religion, or the duty which we owe 
to our Creator, and the manner of discharging 
it, can be directed only by reason and convic- 
tion, not by force or violence ; and, therefore, 
all men are equally entitled to the free exercise 
of religion according to the dictates of con- 
science ; and that it is the mutual duty of all to 
practice christian forbearance, love, and charity 
towards each other. 

19. 'Ihat neither slavery nor involuntary ser- 
vitude, except as lawful imprisonment may con- 
stitute such, shall exist within this state. 

20. That all citizens of the state are hereby 
declared to possess equal civil and political 
rights and public privileges. 

21. The rights enumerated in this bill of 
rights shall not be construed to limit other 
rights of the people not herein expressed. 

The declaration of the political rights and 
privileges of the inhabitants of this state is 
hereby declared to be a part of the constitution 
of this commonwealth, and shall not be violated 
on any pretence whatever. 

ARTICLE II. 

DIVISION OF POWERS. 

The legislative, executive, and judiciary de- 
partments shall be separate and distinct, so that 
neither exercise the powers properly belonging 
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to either of the others ; nor shall any person ex- - 
ercise the power of more than one or them at 
the same time, except as hereinafter provided. 

ARTICLE III. 

ELECTIVE FEANCHISE AND QUALIFICATIONS 
FOR OFFICE. 

Sec. 1. Every male citizen of the United 
States, twenty-one years old, who shall have 
been a resident of the state twelve months, and 
of the county, city, or town in which he shall 
ojffier to vote three months next preceeding any 
election, shall be entitled to vote for members 
of the general assembly, and all officers elected 
by the people : provided that no officer, soldier, 
seaman, or marine of the United States army 
or navy, shall be considered a resident of this 
state by reason of being stationed therein : and 
PTovided, also, that the following persons shall 
be excluded from voting : 

First Idiots and lunatics. 

Second Persons convicted of bribery in any 
election, embezzlement of public funds, treason, 
felony, or petit larceny. 

Third, ^o person who, while a citizen of this^ 
state, has since the adoption of this constitution 
fought a duel with a deadly weapon, sent or 
accepted a challenge to fight a duel with a dead- 
ly weapon, either within or beyond the bounda- 
ries of this state, or knowingly conveyed a chal- 
lenge or aided or assisted in any manner in 
fighting a duel, shall be allowed to vote or hojd 
any office of honor, profit, or trust, under this 
constitution. 

Sec. 2. All elections shall be by ballot, and 
all persons entitled to vote shall be eligible 
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to any office within the gift of the people, ex- 
cept as restricted in this constitution. 

Sec. 3. All persons entitled to vote and hold 
oflQce, and none others, shall be eligible to sit as 
jurors. 

Sec. 4. No voter, during the time of holding 
any electi >n at which he is entitled to vote, 
shall be compelled to perform military service, 
except in time of war or public danger, to work 
upon public roads, or to attend any conrt as 
suitor, juror or witness ; and no vot^r shall be 
subject to arrest under any civil process, during 
his attendance at elections, or in going to or 
returning from them. 

Oath of Office, 

Sec. 6. All persons, before enterini? upon the 
discharge of any function as officer of this state, 
must take and subscribe the following oath or 
affirmation : 

**I, , do solemnly swear (or 

affirm), that T will support and maintain the 
constitution and laws of the United States, and 
the constitution and laws of the atate of Vir- 
ginia ; that I recognize and accept tlie civil and 
political equality of all men before the law, 
and that I will faithfully perform the duty of 

to the best of my abihty : So help me 

God^' 

ARTICLE IV. 

EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT. 

Oovernor. 

Sec. 1. The chief executive power of this com^ 
monwealth shall be vested in a governor. He 
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shall hold office for a term of four years, to com- 
meDce on the first day of January next succeed- 
ing his electioQ, and be ineligible to the same 
office for the term next succeeding that for which 
he was elected, and to any other office during 
his term of service. 

Bec. 2. The governor shall be elected by the 
vott^rs at the times 9,nd places of choosing mem- 
bers of the general assembly. Returns of elec- 
tions shall be transmitted, under seal, by the 
proper officers, to the secretary of the common- 
wealth, who snail deliver them to the Speaker of 
the House of Delegates on the first df^ of the next 
S( ssion of the general assembly. The Speaker 
of the House of Delegates shall, within one 
week thereafter, in presence of a majority of the 
Senate and House of Delegates, open the said 
returns, and the votes shall then be counted. 
The person having the highest number of votes 
shall be declared elected : but if two or more 
shall have the highest and an equal number of 
votes, one of them shall be chosen governor by 
the joint vote of the two houses of the general 
assembly. Contested elections for governor 
shall be decided bv a like vote, and the mode of 

Eroceediiig in such cases shall be prescribed by 
iw. 

Sec. 3. No person except a citizen of the 
United States shall be eligible to the office o 

fovernor ; and if such person be of foreign birth, 
e must have been a citizen of the United 
States for ten years next preceding his election ; 
nor shall any person be eligible to that office 
unless he shall nave attained the age of thirty 
years, and have been a resident of this state for 
three years next preceding his election. 

Sec. 4. The governor shall reside at the seat 
of government ; shall receive five thousand dol- 
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lars for each year of his service, and while in 
office shall receive no other emolument from 
this or any other government. 

Sec. 5. He shall take care that the laws be 
faithfully executed ; communicate to the general 
assembly at every session the condition of the 
commonwealth ; j ecommend to their considera- 
tion such measurts as he may deem expedient, 
and convene the general assembly on applica- 
tion of two tliirds of the members of both nouses 
thereof, or when, in his opinion, the interest of 
the commonwealth may require it. He shall 
be commander-in-chief of the land and naval 
forces of the state ; have power to embody the 
militia to repel invasion, suppress insurrection, 
and enforce the execution of the laws ; conduct, 
either in person or in such manner as shall be 
prescribed by law, all intercourse with other 
and foreign states ; and during the recess of the 
general assembly, to fill, pro tempore^ all vacan- 
cies in those offices for which the constitution 
and laws make no provision ; but his appoint- 
ments to such vacanciesshall be by commissions, 
to expire at the end of thirty days after the 
commencement of the next session of the gen- 
eral assembly. He shall have power to remit 
fines and penalties in such cases and under 
such rules and regulations as maybe prescribed 
by law, and except wlien the pros cution has 
been carried on by the House of Delegates ; to 
grant reprieves and pardons after conviction ; to 
remove political disibilities consequent upon 
conviction for off*ences committed prior or sub- 
sequent to the adoption of this constitution, and 
to commute capital punishment ; but he shall 
communicate to the general assembly, at each 
session, particulars of every case of fine or pen- 
alty remitted, or reprive or pardon granted, and 
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of punishment commuted, with his reasons for 
remitting^ranting, or commuting the same. 

Sec. 6. He ni^ require information in writ- 
ing from the officers in the executive depart- 
ment upon any subject relating to the duties of 
their respective offices ; and may also require 
the opinion, in writing, of the attorney-general 
upon any question of law connected with his 
duties. 

Sec. 7. Commissions and grants shall run in 
the name of the commonwealth of Virginia, and 
be attested by the governor, with the seal of the 
commonwealth annexed. 

Sec. 8. Every bill which shall have passed 
the Senate and House of Delegates, and every 
resolution requiring the assent of both branches 
of the general assembly, shall, before it becomes 
a law, be presented to the governor ; if he ap- 
proves, he shall sign it ; but if not, he shall 
return it, with his objections, to the house in 
which it shall have originated, who shall enter 
the objections at large on their journal and pro- 
ceed to reconsider it. If, after such considera^ 
tion, two-thirds of the members present shall 
agree to pass the bill or joint resolution, it shall 
be sent, together with the obiections, to the 
other house by which it shall likewise be recon- 
sided, and if approved by two-thirds of all the 
members present, it shall become a law, not- 
withstanding the objections of the governor. 
But in all such cases the votes of both houses 
shall be determined by ayes and noes, and the 
names of the members voting for and against 
the bill or joint resolution shall be entered on 
the journal of each house respectively. If any 
bill or resolution shall not be returned by the 
governor within five days (Sundays excepted) 
after it shall have been presented to him, the 
same shall be a law in like manner as if he had 
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siffDed it, unless the legislature shall, by their 
adjournment, prevent its return, in which case 
it shall not be a law. 

Lieutenant- Governor. 

Sec. 9. A lieutenant-governor shall be elected 
at the same time and tor the same term as the 
governor, and his qualification and the manner 
of his election, in all respects, shall be the same. 

Sec. 10. In case of the removal of •the gov- 
ernor from office, or of his death, failure to 
(jualifjr, resignation, removal from the state, or 
inability to discharge the powers and duties of 
the office, the said office, with its compensation, 
shall devolve upon the lieutenant-governor ; ana 
the general assembly shall provide by law for 
the discharge of the executive functions in other 
necessary cases. 

Sec. 11. The lieutenant-governor shall be Pres- 
ident of the Senate, but shall have no vote ex- 
cept in case of an equal division ; and, while 
aeing as such, shall receive a compensation equal 
to that allowed to the Speaker of the House of 
Delegates. 

Secretary of the Commonwealth^ Treasurer ^ and 
Auditor, 

Sec. 12. A secretary of the commonwealth, 
treasurer, and au itor of public accounts shall 
be elected by the joint vote of the two houses of 
the general assembly, and continue in office for 
the term of two years, unless sooner relieved. 
The salary of each shall be determed by law. 

Sec. 13. The secretary shall keep a record of 
the official acts of the governor, wbich shall be 
signed by the governor and attested by the 
secretary ; and when required, he shall lay the 
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same, and any papers, minutes and vouchers 
pertaining to his office, before either house of 
the general assembly ; and shall perform such 
other duties as mny be prescribed by law. All 
fees received by the secretary shall be paid into 
the treasury. 

Sec. 14. The powers and duties of the treas- 
urer and auditor shall be such as are now or 
may hereafter be prescribed by law. 

Sec. 16. There may be established in the office 
of the secretary of state, a bureau of statistics, 
and a bureau of agriculture, chemistry, and 
geology, under such regulations as may he pre- 
scribed by law. 

Sec. 16. The general assembly shall have 
power to establish a bureau of agriculture and 
immigration, under such regulations as may 
be prescribed. 

Board of Public Works, 

Sec. 17. There shall be a board of public works, 
to consist of the governor, auditor and treasurer 
of the commonwealth, under such regulations 
as may be prescribed by law. 

AETICLE V. 

legislative department. 

Sec. 1. The legislative power of this common- 
wealth shall be vested in a general assembly, 
which shall consist of a Senate and a House of 
Delegates. 

Sec. 2. The House of Delegates shall be elected 
biennially by the voters of the several cities and 
counties, on the Tuesday succeeding the first 
Monday in November, and shall, from and 
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after the Tuesday succeeding the first Monday 
in November, eighteen hundred and seventy- 
nine, consist of not more than one hundred and 
not less than ninety members. 

Sec. 3. From and after the same date, the 
Senate shall consist of not l*»ss than thirty three 
nor more than forty members. They shall be 
elected for the tenn of four years — for the elec- 
tion of whom Ihe counties, cities and towns 
shall be divided into districts. Each county, 
city and town of the resp^-ctive districts shall, 
at the time of the first election of its delegate or 
delegates under this amendment, vote for one 
or more senators. The senators first elected 
under this amendment, in districts bearin^i: odd 
numbers, shall vacate their offices at the end of 
two years ; and those elected in districts bearing 
even numb< rs, at the end of four years ; and 
vacancies occurring by expiration of term shall 
be filled by the election of senators for the full 
term. 

Sec. 4. An apportionment of senator.«t and 
members of the H use of Delegates shall be 
made at the regular session of the general 
assembly next preceding the Tuesday after the 
firft Monday in November, eighteen hundred 
and seventy-nine, or sooner. A reapportion- 
ment shall be made in the year eighteen hun- 
dred and ninety-one, and every tenth year 
thereaft r. 

Qualifications of Senators and Delegates, 

Sec. 6. Any person may be elected senator 
who, at the time of election, is actually a resi- 
dent within the district, and qualified to vote 
for members of the general assembly according 
to thirt constitution ; a 'd any person may be 
elected a member of the House of Delegates who 
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at the time of election, is actually a resident 
within the county, city, town, or election dis- 
trict, qualified to vote for members of the 
feneral assembly according to this constitution, 
tut no person holding a samried office under the 
state government shall be capable of bein^ 
electea a member of either house of the general 
assembly. The removal of any person elected 
to either branch of the general assembly^ from 
the city, county, town, or district for which he 
was elected, shall vacate his office. 

Powers and Duties of the Gfeneral Assembly, 

Seo. 6. The general assembly shall meet once 
in two years, and not oftener, unless convened 
by the governor in the manner prescribed in 
this constitution. No session of the general 
assembly, after the first under this amendment, 
shall continue longer than ninety days, without 
the concurrence of three fifths of the members 
elected to each house ; in which case the session 
may be extended for a further period, not 
exceeding thirty days. Neither house during 
the session of the general assembly shall, with- 
out the consent of the other, adjourn for more 
than three days, nor to any other place than 
that in which tne two houses shall ibe sitting. 
A majority of the members elected to each house 
shall constitute a quorum to do business ; but a 
smaller number may adjourn from day to day, 
and shall have power to compel the attendance 
of absent members in such manner and under 
such penalty as each house may prescribe. 

Sec. 7. The House of Delegates shall choose 
its own Speaker; and in the absence of the 
lieutenant-governor, or when he shall exercise 
the office of governor, the Senate shall choose 
ftom their own body a president pro tempore ; 
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and each house shall appoint its own officers, 
settle its own rules of proceeding, and direct 
writs of election for supplying intermediate 
vacancies, but if vacancies shall occur during 
the recess of the general assembly, such writs 
may be issued by the governor, unaer such reg- 
ulations as may be prescribed by law. Each 
house shall judge of the -election, qualification 
and returns of its members! may punish them 
for disorderly behavior, and, with the concur- 
rence of two-thirds expel a member. 

Sec. 8. The members of the general assembly 
shall receive for their services a salary, to be 
ascertained by law, and paid out of the public 
treasury ; but no act increasing such salary shall 
take effect until after the end of the term for 
which the members of the House of Delegates 
voting thereon were elected ; and no senator or 
delegate, during the term for which he shall 
have been elected, shall be appointed to any 
civil office of profit under the commonwealth, 
which has been created, or the emoluments or 
which have been increased during such term, 
except offices filled by election by the people. 

Sec. 9. Bills and resolutions may originate in 
either of the two houses of the general assembly, 
to be approved or rejected by either, and may be 
amended by either house, with the consent of 
the other. 

Sec. 10. Each house of the general assembly 
shall keep a journal of its proceedings, which 
shall be pubhshed from time to time ; and the 
yeas and nays of the members of either house, 
on any question, shall, at the desire of one-fifth 
of those present, be entered on the journal. 
No bill shall become a law until it has been read 
on three different days of the session in the 
house in which it originated, unless two-thirds 
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of the members in that house shall otherwise 
determine. 

Sec. 11. The members of the general assem- 
bly shall, in all cases except treason, felony, or 
breach of the peace, be privileged from arrest 
during the sessions of their respective houses ; 
and for any speech or debate in either house 
they shall not be questioned in any other place. 
They shall not be subject to arrest, under any 
civil process, during the sessions of the general 
assembly, nor for fifteen days next berore the 
convening and after the termination of each 
session. 

Sec. 12. The whole number of members to 
which the state may at any time be entitled in 
the House of Representatives of the United 
States shall be apportioned^ as nearly as may be, 
amongst the several counties, cities, and towns 
of the state, according to their population. 

Sec. 13. In the apportionment, the state shall 
be divided into districts, corresponding in 
number with the representatives to which it 
may be entitled in the House of Representatives 
of the Congress of the United States, which 
shall be formed respectively of contiguous coun- 
ties, cities, and towns ; be compact, and include, 
as nearly as may be, an equal number of popu- 
lation. 

Sec. 14. The privilege of the writ of habeas 
corpus shall not be suspended, unless when, in 
cases of invasion or rebellion, the public sarety 
may require it. The general assemoly shall not 
pass any bill of attainder, or any ex post facto 
law, or any law imparing the obhgation of con- 
tracts, or any law whereby private property 
shall be taken for public uses without lust 
compensation, or any law abridging the freedona 
of speech or of the press. No man shall be com- 
pelled to frequent or support any reUgious

worship, place or ministry whatsoever, nor 
shall any man be enforced, restrained, molested, 
or burthened in his body or ^oods, or otherwise 
suffer, on account of ms religious opinions or 
belief, but all men shall be free to profess, and by 
argument to maintain, their opinion in matters 
of reli^on, and the same shall in nowise affect, 
diminish, or enlarge their civil capacities. And 
the general assembly shall not prescribe any 
religious test whatever, or confer arjy pecu- 
liar privileges or advantages on any sect or de- 
nomination, or pass any law requiring or 
authorizing any religious society, or the people 
of any district within this commonwealth, to 
levy on themselves or others any tax for the 
erection or repair of any house of public wor- 
ship, or for the support of any church or minis- 
try, but it shall be left free to every person to 
select his religious instructor, and to make for 
his support such private contract as he shall 
please. 

Sec. 16. No laws shall embrace more than 
one object, which shall be expressed in its title, 
nor shall any law be revivea or amended with 
reference to its title, but the act revived, or the 
section amended, shall be re-enacted and pub- 
lished at length. 

Sec. 16. The governor, lieutenant-governor, 
iudges and all others ofiending against the state, 
by maladministration, corruption, neglect of 
duty, or other high crime or misdemeanor, shall 
be impeachable by the House of Delegates, and 
be prosecuted before the Senate, which shall 
have the sole power to try impeachment. 
When sitting for that purpose, they shall be on 
oath or affirmation, and no person shall be con- 
victed without the concurrence of two-thirds of 
the members present. Judgment, in case of 
4 
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impeachment, shall not extend further than 
to removal from office, and disqualification to 
hold and enjoy any office of honor, trust or 
profit under the commonwealth ; but the party 
convicted shall, nevertheless, be subiect to in- 
dictment, trial, judgment, and punishment ac- 
cording to law. The Senate may sit during the 
recess of the general assembly for the trial of 
impeachment. 

Sec. 17. The general assembly shall not grant 
a charter of incorporation to any church or 
religious denomination, but may secure the title 
to church property to an extent to be limited 
by law. 

Sec. 18. No lottery shall hereafter be author- 
ized by law ; and tne buying, selling or trans- 
ferrins of tickets or chances in any lottery shall 
be prohibited. 

Sec. 19. No new county shall be formed with 
an area of less than six hundred square miles : 
nor shall the county or counties from which it 
is formed be reduced below that area ; nor shall 
any county having a population less than ten 
thousand be deprived of more than one-fifth of 
such population ; nor shall a county having a 
larger 'populatiou be reduced below eight thou- 
sand. But any county, the length of which is 
three times its mean breadth, or which exceeds 
fifty miles in length, may be divided at the 
discretion of the general assembly. In all gene- 
ral elections, the voters in any county, not enti- 
tled to separate representation, shall vote in the 
same election district. 

Sec. 20. The general assembly shall confer on 
the courts the power to grant divorces, change 
the names of persons, and direct the sale of 
estates belonging to infants and other persons 
under legal disabilities, but shall not, by special 
legislation, grant relief in such cases, or in any

other case of which the courts or other tribunals 
may have jurisdiction. 

Sec. 21. The general assembly shall provide 
for the annual registration of births, marriages, 
and deaths. 

Sec. 22. The manner of conducting and mak- 
ing returns of elections, of determining contest- 
ed elections, and of filling vacancies inoffice^ in 
cases not specially provided for by this constitu- 
tion, shall be prescribed by law ; and the gen- 
eral assembly may declare the cases in wTiich 
any office shall oe deemed vacant, where no 
provision is made for that purpose in this con- 
stitution. 

Sec. 23. The legislature shall have power to 
provide for the government of cities and towns, 
and to establish such courts therein as may be 
necessary for the administration of justice. 

Sec. 24. The general assembly shall have 
power, by a two-thirds vote, to remove disabil- 
ities incurred under clause third, section one, 
article third, of this constitution, with reference 
to duelling. 

ARTICLE VI. 

JUDICIARY DEPARTMENT. 

Sec. 1. There shall be a supreme court of ap- 
peals, circuit courts, and county courts. The 
jurisdiction of these tribunals, and the judges 
thereof, except so far as the same is conferred by 
this constitution, shall be regulated by law. 

Sec. 2. The supreme court of appeals shall 
consist of five judges, any three of whom may 
hold a court. It shall nave appellate j urisdiction 
only, except in cases of Tiaoeas corpus^ mandor 
mu8j and prohibition. It shall not have juris- 
diction in civil cases where the matter in con- 
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troversy, exclusive of costs, is less in value or 
amount than five hundred dollars, except in 
controversies concerning the title or boundaries 
of land, the probate of a will, the appointment 
or qualification of a personal representative, 
guardian, committee, or curator ; or concerning 
a mili, roadway, ferry, or landing ; or the right 
of a corporation or of a county to levy tolls or 
taxes, and except in cases of habecta corjma^ 
manaamuSy ana prohibition, or the constitu- 
tionality of a law : provided, that the assent of 
a majority of the judges elected to the court 
shall be required, m order to declare any law 
null and void hy reason of its repugnance to 
the federal constitution, or to the constitution 
of this state. 

Sec. 3. Special courts of, appeals, to consist of 
not less than three nor more than five judges, 
may be formed of the judges of the supreme 
court of appeals and of the circuit courts, or 
any of them, to try any cases on the docket of 
said court, in respect to which a majority of 
the judges thereof may be so situated as to 
make it improper for them to sit on the hearing 
of the same ; also to try any cases on the said 
docket which cannot be otherwise disposed of 
with convenient dispatch. 

Sec. 4. When a judgment or decree is re- 
versed or affirmed by the supreme court of 
appeals, the reasons therefor shall be stated in 
writing, and preserved with the records of the 
case. 

Sec. 5. The judges shall be chosen by the 
joint vote of the two houses of the general 
assemblv, and shall hold their office for a term 
of twelve years ; they shall, when chosen, 
have held a judicial station in the Unitea 
States, or shall have practiced law in this or 
some other state for five years. 
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Sec. 6. The officers of the supreme court of 
appeals shall be appointed by the said court, or 
by the jud^s thereof in vacation. Their duties, 
compensation, and tenure of office shall be pre- 
scribed by law. 

Sec. 7. The supreme court of appeals shall 
hold its sessions at two or more places in the 
state, to be fixed by Jaw. 

Sec. 8. At every election of a governor, an 
attorney-general shall be elected by the quali- 
fied voters of this commonwealth. He shall be 
commissioned by the governor, perform such 
duties and receive such compensation as may 
be prescribed by law, and shall be removable 
in the manner prescril)ed for the removal of 
judges. 

Circuit Courts, 

Sec. 9. The state shall be divided into six- 
teen judicial circuits, as follows : 

1. The counties of Norfolk, Princess Anne, 
Nansemond, Isle of Wight, Southampton, 
Surry, and the city of Norfolk shall constitute 
the first circuit. 

2. The counties of Sussex, Greenesville, Bruns- 
wick, Prince G^eorge, Dinwiddie, Nottoway. 
Chesterfield, and the, city Qf Petersburg shall 
constitute th3 efe^ipKi dr^ilit. * ' \'^' . ^\. : 

3. The coun^^ies (tf ^M^ckJenScrg,* JAiifenbjurR, 
Charlotte, Anieli^, PowhatahJ Prince Edward,

8. The counties of Accomac, Northampton, 
York, Elizabeth City, Warwick, James City, 
New Kent, Charles City, and the cit / of Wil- 
liamsburg shall constitute the eighth circuit. 

9. The counties of Lancaster, Northumber- 
land, Mathews, Middlesex, Gloucester, King 
William, Essex, and King and Queen shall con- 
stitute the ninth circuit. 

10. The counties of Westmoreland, Spotsyl- 
vania, Caroline, Hanover, Stafford, King 
George, Richmond, and Louisa shall constitute 
the tenth circuit. 

11. The counties of Loudoun, Fauquier, Fair- 
fax, Prince William, Rappahannock, and Alex- 
andria shall constitute the eleventh circuit. 

12. The counties of Frederick, Clarke, War- 
ren, Page, Shenandoah, and Rockingham shall 
constitute the twelfth circuit. 

13. The counties of Augusta, Rockbridge, 
Bath, Highland, and Alleghany shall constitute 
the thirteenth circuit. 

14. The counties of Botetourt, Roanoke, 
Montgonaery, FJpydv Giles, and Craig shall con- 
stltifte Jthe "foUiteentb ^if cuil* I '- i 

is: The^ Counties of Carrbtt, Grayson, Wythe, 
Pulaski, Bland, and Tazewell < shall constitute 
the^^ift-ept^b cfrcuit. ^

constitute the sixteenth circuit. 

Sec. 10. The general assembly may rearrange 
said circuits, or any of them, and increase or 
diminish the number thereof, when the public 
interests shall require it. 
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Bec. 11. For each circuit a judge shall be 
chosen by the joint vote of the two houses of 
the general assembly, who shall hold his office 
for a term of eight years, unless sooner removed 
in the manner prescribed by this constitution. 
He shall, when chosen, possess the same quali- 
fications of judges of the supreme court of 
appeals; and during his continuance in office 
snail reside in the circuit of which he is judge. 

Sec. 12. a circuit court shall be held at least 
twice a year by the judge of each circuit, in 
every county and corporation thereof wherein 
a circut court now is or may hereafter be estab- 
lished. But the judg'S may be required or 
authorized to hold the courts of their respec- 
tive circuits alternately, and the judge of one 
circuit to hold court in any other circuit. 

County Courts, 

Sec. 13. In each county of this common- 
wealth there shall be a court called the county 
court, which shall be held monthly, by a judge 
learned in the law of the state, and to be known 
as the county court judge : provided, that coun- 
ties containing less than eight thousand inhabi- 
tants shall be attached to adjoining counties 
for the formation of districts for county judges. 
County court judges shall be chosen in the 
same manner as judges of the circuit courts. 
They shall hold their office for a term of six 
years, except the first term under this constitu- 
tion, which shall be three years, and during 
their continuance in office they snail reside in 
their respective counties or districts. The 
jurisdiction of said courts shall be the same aa 
that of the existing county courts, except so 
far as it is modified oy this constitution, or may 
be changed by law. . 
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Ooveinmentof OUies and Towns. 

Sec. 14. For each city or town in the state 
containing a population of five thousand, shall 
be elected, on the joint vote of the two houses 
of the general assembly, one city judge, who 
shall hold a corporation or hustings court of 
said city or town, as often, and as many days in 
each month, as may be prescribed bjr law, with 
similar ^ursidiction, which may be given by law 
to the circuit courts of this state, and who shall 
hold his office for a term of six years : provided, 
that in cities or towns containing thirty thou- 
sand inhabitants there may be elected an addi- 
tional judge, to hold courts of probate and 
record, separate and apart from the corporation 
or hustings courts, and perform sucn other 
duties as shall be prescribed by law. 

Sec. 15. Also the following enumerated offi- 
cers, who shall be elected by the qualified voters 
of the said cities or towns : One clerk of the 
corporation orhustin^ < ourt, who shall also be 
the clerk of the circuit court, except in cities or 
towns containing a population of thirty thou- 
sand or more ; in which city or town there may 
be a separate clerk for the circuit court, who 
sh .11 hold his office for a term of six years. 

Sec. 16. One commonwealth's attorney, who 
shall be the commonwealth's attorney for the 
circuit court, and shall hold his office for a term 
of two years. 

Sec. 17. One city sergeant, who shall hold 
his office for a term of two years. 

Sec. 18. One city or town treasurer, whose 
duties shall be similar to those of county treasu- 
rer, and shall hold his office for a term of three 
years. 

Sec. 19. One commissioner of the revenue. 
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Sec. 20. There shall be chosen by the electors 
of every city, a mayor, who shall be the chief 
executive officer thereof, and who shall see that 
the duties of the various city officers are faith- 
fully performed. He shall have power to inves- 
tigate their acts, have access to all books and 
documents in tneir offices, and may examine 
them and their subordinates on oath. The evi- 
dence given by persons so examined shall not 
be used again t them in any criminal proceed- 
ings. He shall also have power to suspend or 
remove such officers, whether they be elected 
or appointed, for misconduct in office or neglect 
of duty, to be specified in the order of suspen- 
sion or removal ; but no such removal shaU be 
made without reasonable notice to the officer 
complained of, and an opportunity afforded 
him to be heard in his defence. All city, town, 
and village officers, whose election or appoint- 
ment is not provided for by this constitution, 
shall be elected by the electors of such cities, 
towns, and villages, or of some division thereof, 
or appointed by such authorities thereof as the 
general assembly shall designate. All other 
officers whose election or appointment is not 
provided for by this constitution, and all offi- 
cers whose offices may be hereafter created by 
law, shall be elected by the people, or appointed, 
as the general assembly may direct. Members 
of common councils shall hold no other office 
in cities, and no city officer shall hold a seat in 
the general assembly. The general assembly, 
at its first session after the a«l option of this con- 
stitution, shall pass such laws as may be neces- 
sary to give effect to the provisions of this arti- 
cle. General laws shall oe passed for the orga- 
nization and government of cities, and no spe- 
cial act shall be passed, except in cases where, 
in the judgment of the general assembly, the 
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object of such act cannot be attained by general 
laws. Nothing in this article shall affect the 
power of the general assembly over quar- 
antine, or in regard to the port of Norfolk, or 
the interest of the state in the lands under 
water and within the jurisdiction or bounda- 
ries of any city, or to regulate the wharves, 
piers, or slips in any city. All laws or city ordi- 
nances in conflict with the provisions of the 
preceding sections, shall be void from and after 
the adoption of this constitution. 

Sec. 21. All regular elections for city or town 
oflacers under this article shall be held on the 
fourth Thursday in May, and the oflftcers elect 
shall enter upon their duties on the first day 
of July succeeding. 

Oeneral Provisions, 

Sec. 22. All the judges shall be commissioned 
by the governor, and shall receive such salaries 
and allowances as may be determined by law. 
the amount of which shall not be diminishea 
during their term of oflftce. Their terms of office 
shall conamence on the first day of January next 
following their appointment ; and they shall dis- 
charge the duties of their respective offices 
from their first appointment and qualification 
under this constitution until their terms begin. 

Sec. 23. Judges may be removed from office 
by a concurrent vote of b -th houses of the gen- 
eral assembly, but a majority o' all the mem- 
bers elected to each house must concur in such 
vote, and the cause of removal shall be 
entered on the journal of each house. The 
judge upon whom the general assembly may be 
about to proceed, shall have notice thereof, 
accompanied by a copy of the causes alleged 
for his removal, at least twenty days before the 
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day on which either house of the general assem- 
bly shall act thereon. 

8ec. 24. Judges of the supreme court of 
appeals, and judges of the circuit courts, shall 
not hold any other office of public trust during 
their continuance in office. 

Sec 25. Judges, md all other officers elected 
or appointed, shall continue to discharge the 
duties of their offices after their terms of service 
have expired, until their successors have quali- 
fied 

Sec. 26. Writs shall run ** in the name of the 
commonwealth of Virginia," and be attested 
by the clerks of the several courts. Indict- 
ments shall conclude ** against the peace and 
dignity of the commonwealth." 

ARTICLE VII. 

COUNTY ORaANlZATIONS. 

Sec. 1. There shall be elected by the qualified 
voters of the county, one sheriff one attorney 
for the commonwealth, who shall also be the 
commonwealth's attorney for the circuit court : 
one county clerk, who shall also be the clerk of 
the circuit court, except that in counties con- 
taining fifteen thousand inhabitants, there may 
be a separate clerk for the circuit court ; one 
county treasurer, and so many commissioners 
of the revenue as may be provided by law ; and 
there shall be appointed, in a manner to be 
provided by law, one superintendent of the 
poor, and one county surveyor ; and there shall 
also be appointed, in the manner provided for 
in article eight, one superintendent of schools. 
All regular elections for county officers shall be 
held on the fourth Thursday in May ; and all 
officers elected or appointed under this provi- 
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fidon shall enter upon the duties of their offices 
on the first day of July next succeeding their 
election, and shall hold their respective offices 
for the term of four years, except that county 
and circuit court clerks shall hold office for six 
years. 

Sec. 2. Each couuty of the stat3 shall be 
divided into so many compactly located magis- 
terial districts as may be deemed necessary, 
not less than three ; provided, that after these 
have been formed no additional districts shall 
be made containing less than thirty square 
miles ; each magisterial district shall be known 

as magisterial district of county. 

In each district there shall be elected one super- 
visor, three justices of the peace, one constable, 
and one overseer of the poor, who shall hold 
their respective offices for the term of two years. 
All regular elections for magisterial district offi- 
cers shall take place on the fourth Thursday in 
May, and all officers so elected shall enter upon 
the duties of their respective offices on the first 
day of Julv next succeeding their election. 
The supervisors of the district shall constitute 
the board of supervisors for that county, whose 
duty it shall be to audit the accounts of the 
county, examine the books of the commission- 
ers of the revenue, regulate and equalize the 
valuation of property, nx the county levies for 
the ensuing year, and perform any other duties 
required of tnem by law. 

School Districts, 

Sec. 3. Each magisterial district shall be 
divided into so many compactly located school 
districts as may be deemed necessary ; provided, 
that no school district shall be formed contidn- 
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ing less than one hundred inhabitants. In 
each school district there shall be elected or 
appointed, annually, one school trustee, who 
shall hold his office three years : provided, that 
at the first election held under this provision, 
there shall be three trustees elected, whose terms 
shall be one, two and three years respectively. 

Sec. 4. The general assembly, at its first ses- 
sion after the adoption of this constitution, 
shall pass such laws as may be necessary to ^ve 
effect to the provisions of this article. But 
nothing in this article shall be construed as 
prohibiting the general assembly from provi- 
ding by law for any additional officers in any 
city or county. 

Sec. 5. Sheriffs shall hold no other office. 
They may be required by law to renew their 
security, and in default of so doing their offices 
shall be declared vacant. Counties shall never 
be made responsible for the acts of the sheriffs. 

ARTICLE VIII. 

EDUCATION. 

Sec. 1. The general assembly shall elect in 
joint ballot, within thirty days after its organi- 
zation under this constitution, and every fourth 
year thereafter, a superintendent of public 
instruction. He shall nave the general super- 
vision of the public free school interests of the 
state, and shall report to the general assembly, 
for its consideration, within thirty days after 
his election, a plan for a uniform system of 
public free schools. 

Sec. 2. There shall be a board of educa- 
tion, composed of the governor, superinten- 
dent of public instruction, and attorney-gen- 
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eral, which shall appoint and have power to 
remove, for cause and upon notice to the in- 
cumbents, subject to conhrmation by the sen- 
ate, all county superintendents of public free 
schools. This board shall have, regulated by- 
law, the management and investment of all 
school funds, and such supervision of schools 
of higher grades as the law shall provide. 

Sec. 3. The general assembly shall provide 
by law, at its first session under this constitu- 
tion, a uniform system of public free schools, 
and for its gradual^ equal, and full introduction 
into all the counties of the state, by the year 
1876, or as much earlier as practicable. 

Sec. 4. The general assembly shall have 
power, after a full introduction of the public 
free schools system, to make such laws as shall 
not permit parents and guardians to allow their 
chilaren to grow up in ignorance and vagrancy. 

Sec. 6. The general assembly shall establish, 
as soon as practicable, normal schools, and may 
establish agricultural schools, and such grades 
of schools as shall be for the public good. 

Sec. 6. The board of education shall provide 
for uniformity of text-books, and the furnishing 
of school-houses with such apparatus and li- 
brary as may be necessary, under such regula- 
tions as may be provided by law. 

Sec. 7. The general assembly shall set apart, 
as a permanent and perpetual literary fund, the 
present literary funds oi the state, the proceeds 
of all public lands donated by congress for pub- 
lic schools purposes, of all escheated property, 
of all waste and unappropriate lands, of all 
property accruing to tne state by forfeiture, 
ana all fines collected for oflences conmiitted 
against the state, and such other sums as the 
general assembly may appropriate. 
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Sec. 8. The general assembly shall apply the 
annual interest on the literary fund, the capita- 
tion tax provided for by this constitution for 
public free school purposes, and an annual tax 
upon the property of the state of not less than 
one mill nor more than five mills on the dol- 
lar, for the equal benefit of all the people of 
the state, the number of children between the 
ages of five and twenty-one years, in each pub- 
lic free school district, being the ba is of such 
division. Provision snail be made to supplv 
children attending the public free schools with 
necessary text-booKs in cases where the parent 
or guardian is unable, by reason of povertv, to 
furnish them. Each county and public rree 
school district may raise additional sums by a 
tax on property for the support of the public 
free schools. All unexpended sums of any one 
year in any public free school district shall go 
into the general school fund for redivision next 
year : provided, that any tax authorized by this 
section to be raised by counties or school dis- 
tricts shall not exceed five mills on a dollar in 
any one year, and shall not be subject to redi- 
vision, as hereinbefore provided in this section. 

Sec. 9. The general assembly shall have power 
to foster all higher grades of schools under its 
supervision, and to provide for such purpose a 
permanent educational fund. 

Sec. 10. All grants and donations received 
by the general assembly for educational pur- 
poses shall be applied according to the terms 
prescribed by the donors. 

Sec. 11. Each city and county shall be held 
accountable for the destruction of school pro- 
perty that may take place within its limits by 
incendiaries or open violence. 

Sec. 12. The general assembly shall fix the 
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salaries and prescribe th^ duties of all school 
officers, and shall make all needful laws and 
regulations to carr^ into effect the public free 
school system provided for by this article. 

ARTICLE IX. 

MIIilTIA. 

Sec. 1. The militia of this state shall consist 
of all able-bodied male persons between the 
ages of eighteen and forty-five years, except 
such persons as hereafter may be exempted by 
the laws of the United States or of this state ; 
but those who belong to religious societies 
whose tenets forbid them to carry arms, shall 
not be compelled to do so, but shall pay an 
equivalent for personal service ; and the mili- 
tw, shall be organized, armed and equipped, 
and trained, as the general assembly may pro- 
vide by law. 

Sec. 2. The legislature shall provide by law 
for the encouragement of volunteer corps of 
the several arms of the service, which shall be 
classed as the active militia ; and all other mi- 
litia shall be classified as the reserve militia, 
and shall not be required to muster in time or 
peace. 

ARTICLE X. 

TAXATION AND FINANCE. 

Sec. 1. Taxation, except as hereinafter pro- 
vided, whether imposed by the state, county, or 
corporate bodies, shall be equal and uniform, 
and all property, both real and personal, shall 
be taxed in proportion to its value, to be ascer- 
tained as prescribed by law. No one species of 
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property, from which a tax may be collected, 
shall be taxed higher than any other species of 



property of equal value. 



No tax shall be imposed on any of the 
citizens of this state for the privilege of taking 
or catching oysters from their natural beds with 
tonvs in the waters thereof ; but the amount of 
sales of oysters so taken by any citizen, in any 
one year, may be taxed at a rate not exceeding 
the rate of taxation imposed upon any other 
species of property. 

Sec. 3. The legislature may exempt all prop- 
erty used exclusively for state, county, muni- 
cipal, benevolent, charitable, educational, and 
religious purposes. 

Sec. 4. The general assembly may levy a tax 
on income in excess of six hundred dollars per 
annum, and upon the following licenses, viz. : 
the sale of ardent spirits, theatrical and circus 
companies, menageries, jugglers, itinerant 
peddlers, and all other shows and exhibitions for 
which an entrance fee is required ; commission 
merchants, persons selling oy sample, broker, 
and pawn-broker, and all other business whicn 
cannot be reached by the ad valorem system. 
The capital invested in all business operations 
shall be assessed and taxed as other property. 
Assessments upon all stock shall be according 
to the market value thereof. 

Sec. 5. The general assembly may levy a tax, 
not exceeding one dollar per annum, on every 
male citizen who has attained the age of twenty- 
one years, which shall be applied exclusively m 
aid of public free schools ; and counties and cor- 
porations shall have power to impose a capita- 
tion tax, not exceeding fifty cents per annum, 
for all purposes. 

Sec. 6. The general assembly shall provide 
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for a reassessment of the real estate of this state 
in the year 1869, or as soon thereafter as practica- 
ble, and every fifth year thereafter : provided, 
in making such assessment, no land shall be 
assessed above or below its value. 

Sec. 7. No debt shall be contracted by this 
state except to meet casual deficits in the reve- 
nue, to redeem a previous liability of the state, 
to suppress insurrection, repel invasion, or de- 
fend the state in time of war. 

Sec. 8. The general assembly shall provide by 
law a sinking fund, to be applied solely to the 
payment and extinguishment of the principal 
of the state debt ; which sinking fund shall be 
continued until the extinguishment of such 
state debt ; and every law hereafter enacted by 
the general assembly, creating a debt or author- 
izing a loan, shall provide a sinking fund for 
the payment of the same. 

Sec. 9. The unfunded debt shall not be funded 
or redeemed at a value exceeding that estab- 
lishad by law at the time said debt was con- 
tracted, nor shall any discrimination hereafter 
be made in paying the interest on state bonds, 
which shall give a higher actual value to bonds 
held in foreign countries over the same class of 
bonds held in this country. 

Sec. 10. No money shall be paid out of the 
state treasury except in pursuance of appropria- 
tions made by law ; and no appropriation shall 
ever be made for the payment of any debt or 
obligat'on created, in the name of the state of 
Virginia, by the usurped and pretended state 
authorities assembled at Richmond during the 
late war ; and no county, city, or corporation 
shall levy or collect any tax for the parent of 
any debt created for the purpose of aiding any 
rebellion against the state, or against the United 
States. 
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Sec. 11. On the passage of every act which 
imposes, continues or revives any appropriation 
of public trust money or property, or releases, 
discharges or commutes any claim or demand 
of the state, the vote shall be determined by 
ayes and noes, and the names of the persons 
voting for or against the same shall be entered 
on the journals of the respective houses, and a 
majority of all the members elected to each 
house shall be necessary to give it the force of 
law. 

Sec. 12. The credit of the State shall not be 
granted to, or in aid of, any person, association 
or corporation. 

Sec. 13. No scrip, certificate, or other evidence 
of state indebtedness, shall be issued, except 
for the redemption of stock previously issued, 
or for such debts as are expressly authorized in 
this constitution. 

Sec. 14. The state shall not subscribe to, or 
become interested in, the stock of any company, 
association or corporation. 

Sec. 15. The state shall not be a party to^ or 
become interested in, any work of internal im- 
provement, nor engage in carrying on any such 
work, otherwise than in the expenditure of 
grants to the state of land or other property. 

Sec. 16. Every law which imposes, contmues 
or revives a tax, shall distinctly state the tax, 
and the object to which it is to be applied, and 
it shall not be sufficient to refer to any other 
law to fix such tax or object. 

Sec. 17. The state shall not assume any in- 
debtedness of the county, borough, nor city, nor 
lend its credit to the same. 

Sec. 18. A full account of the state indebted- 
ness, and an accurate statement of receipts and 
expenditures of public money, shall be attached 
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to and published with its laws passed at every 
regular session of the general assembly. 

BBC. 19. The general assembly shall provide 
by law for adjusting with the state of West Vir- 
ginia, the proportion of the public debt of Vir- 
ginia proper to be borne by the state of Virginia 
and West Virginia, and shall provide that such 
sum as shall be received from West Virginia 
shall be applied to the payment of the public 
debt of the state. 

Sec. 20. No other or greater amount of tax or 
revenue shall at any time be levied than may 
be required for the necessary expenses of the 
government, or to pay the existing indebted- 
ness of the state. 

Sec. 21. The liability to the state of any in- 
corporated company or institution, to redeem, 
the principal and pay the interest of any loan 
heretofore made by the state to such company 
or institution, shall not be released or commuted. 

ARTICLE XI. 

MISCELLANEOUS PROVISIONS. 

Homestead and other Exemptions, 

Sec. 1. Every householder or head of a family 
shall be entitled, in addition to the articles now 
exempt from levy or distress for rent, to hold, 
exempt from levy, seizure, garnisheeing, or 
sale, under any execution, order, or other pro- 
cess, issued on any demand for any debt here- 
tofore or hereafter contracted, his real and 
personal property, or either, including money 
and debts due him, whether heretofore or here- 
after acquired or contracted, to the value of not 
exceeding two thousand dollars, to be selected 
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by him: provided, that such exemption shall 
not extend to any execution, order, or other 
process issued on any demand in the following 



Ist. For the purchase price of said property, 
or any part thereof. 

2d. For services rendered by a laboring person 
or a mechanic. 

3d. For liabilities incurred by any public 
oflacer, or officer of a court, or any fiduciary, or 
anv attorney-at-law, for money collected. 

4th. For a lawful claim for any taxes, levies, 
or assessments, accruing after the first day of 
June, 1866. 

5th. For rent hereafter accruing. 

6th. For the legal or taxable fees of any pub- 
lic officer, or officers of a court, hereafter accru- 
ing. 

Sec. 2. The foregoing section shall not be con- 
strued as subjecting the property hereby ex- 
empted, or any portion thereof, to any lien by 
reason of any execution levied on property 
which has been subsequently restorea to the 
defendant, or judgment rendered or docketed, 
on or after the 17th day of April, 1861, and be- 
fore the 2d day of March, 1867, for any debt 
contracted previous to the 4th day of April, 
1864, except debts of the character mentioned in 
either of the above first thr* e exceptions. 

Sec. 3. Nothing contained in this article shall 
be construed to interfere with the sale of prop- 
erty aforesaid, or any portion thereof, by virtue 
of any mortgage, deed of trust, pledge, or other 
security thereon. 

Sec. 4. The general assembly is hereby pro- 
hibited from passing an.> law staying the col- 
lection of debts, commonly known as '*stay 
laws"; but this section shall not be construed 
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as prohibiting any legislation which the general 
assembly may deem necessary to fully carry out 
the provisions of this article. 

Sec. 5. The general assembly shall, at its first 
session under this constitution, prescribe in 
what manner and on what conditions the said 
householder or head of a family shall thereafter 
set apart and hold for himself and family, a 
homestead out of any property hereby exempted, 
and may, in its discretion, determine in what 
manner and on what conditions he may there- 
after hold, for the benefit of himself and family, 
such personal property, as he may have, and 
coming within the exemption hereby made. 
But this section shall not be construed as 
authorizing the general assembly to defeat or 
impair the benefits intended to be conferred by 
the provisions of this article. 

Sec. 6. An act of the general assembly, enti- 
tled **an act to exempt the homesteads of fami- 
lies from forced sales, ^^ passed April 29th, 1877, 
and an act entitled ** an act to stay the collec- 
tion of debts for a limited period," passed 
March 2d, 1866, and the acts amendatory 
thereof, are hereby abrogated. 

Sec. 7. The provisions of this article shall 
be construed liberally to the end that all the 
intents thereof may be fully and perfectly car- 
ried out. 

Church Property, 

Sec. 8. The rights of ecclesiastical bodies, in 
and to church property conveyed to them by 
regular deed of conveyance, shall not be affected 
by the late civil war, nor by any antecedent or 
subsequent event, nor by any act of the legis- 
lature purporting to govern the same, but all 
such property shall pass to and be held by the 
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parties set forth in the original deeds of convey- 
ance, or the legal assignees of such original 
parties holding through or by conveyance, and 
any act or acte of the legislature in opposition 
thereto shall be null and void. 

Heirship of Property, 

Sec. 9. The children of parents, one or both 
of whom were slaves at and during the period 
of cohabitation, and who were recognized by 
the father as his children, and whose mother 
was recognized by such father as his wife, and 
was cohabited with as such, shall be as capable 
of inheriting any estate whereof such father 
may have died seized and possessed as though 
they had been born in lawful wedlock. 

ARTICLE XII. 

FUTURE CHANGES IN THE CONSTITUTION. 

Sec. 1. Any amendment or amendments to 
the constitution may be proposed in the Senate 
and House of Delegates, and if the same shall 
be agreed to by a majority of the members 
elected to each of the two houses, such proposed 
amendment or amendments shall be entered on 
their journals, with the ayes and noes taken 
thereon, and referred to the general assembly 
to be chosen at the next general election of 
senators and members of the House of Dele- 
gates, and shall be published for three months 
previous to the time of making such choice. 
And if in the general assembly so next chosen 
aa aforesaid, such proposed amendment or 
amendments shall be agreed to by a majority of 
all the members elected to each house, then it 
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shall be the duty of the general aesembly to 
submit such proposed amendment or amend- 
ments to the people in such manner and at such 
times as the general assembly shall prescribe ; 
and if the people shall approve and ratify such 
amendment or amendment'4 by a majority of 
the electors qualified to vote for members of 
the general assembly votiag thereon, such 
amendment or amendments shall become part 
of the constitution. 

Sec. 2. At the general election to be held in 
the year 1888, and in each twentieth year there- 
after, and also at such time as the general as- 
sembly may by law provide, the question, 
" Bhail there be a convention to revise the con- 
stitution and amend the same?'* shall be deci- 
ded by the electors qualified to vote for mem- 
bers of the general assembly; and in case a 
majority of the electors so qualified, voting at 
such election shall decide in favor of a conven- 
tion for such purpose, the general assembly 
at its next session shall provide b)? law for the 
election of delegates to such convention : pro- 
vided, that no amendment or revision shaA be 
made, which shall deny or in any way impair 
the right of suflVage or any civil or political 
right as conferred by this constitution, except 
for causes which apply to all persons and classes 
without distinction. 

SCHEDULE. 

That no inconvenience may arise from the 
changes in the constitution of this state, and in 
ord<r to carry the same into complete opera- 
tion, it is hereby declared that— - 

Sec. 1. The common law and the statute 
laws now in force, not repugnant to this con- 
stitution, shall remain in force until they 
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expire by their own limitation, or are altered or 
repealed by the legislature. 

Sec. 2. All writs, actions, causes of actions, 
prosecutions, and lights of individuals and of 
bodies corporate, and of the state, and all char- 
ters of incorporation, shall continue ; and all 
indictments which shall have been found, or 
which may hereafter be found, for any crime 
or offence committed before the adoption of this 
constitution, may be proceeded upon as if no 
change had taken place. The several courts, 
except as herein otherwise provided, shall con- 
tinue, with the like powers and jurisdiction, 
both in law and in equity, as if this constitu- 
tion had not been adopted, and until the orga- 
nization of the judicial department of this con- 
stitution. 

Sec. 3. That all fines, penalties, forfeitures, 
and escheats accruing to the state of Virginia, 
under the present constitution and laws, shall 
accrue to tne use of the state under this consti- 
tution. 

Sec. 4. That all recognizances, bonds, obliga- 
tions, and all other instruments entered into or 
executed before the adoption of this constitu- 
tion, to the people of Virginia, to any state, 
county, or township, or any public officer, or 
public body, or which may be entered into or 
executed, under existing laws, **tothe people 
of the state of Virginia," to any such officer 
or public body, before the complete orgnization 
of the department of government under this 
constitution, shall remain binding and valid ; 
and rights and liabilities upon the same shall 
continue, and may be prosecuted as provided 
by law. All crimes and misdemeanors, and 
penal actions, shall be tried, punished and 
prosecuted, as though no change had taken 
place, until otherwise provided by law. 
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RATES. OF. POSTAGE, &C.

FIRST-CLASS MATTER.— On letters, sealed 
packages, mail-matter, wholly or partly in 
writing, except book manuscript and corrected 
proofs passing between authors and publishers, 
and except local or drop letters, or United States 
postal cards ; all printed matter so marked as to 
convey any other or further information than is 
conveyed by the original print, except the cor- 
rection of mere typographical errors and the 
words, "From [name of sender,]" on the outer 
wrapper ; all matter to which no specific rate o 
postage is assigned ; and manuscript for publi- 
cation in newspapers, magazines, or periodicals, 
two cents for each ounce or fraction thereof. 
On local or drop letters, at offices where free 
delivery by carriers is established, two cents for 
each half ounce or fraction thereof. On local or 
drop letters, at offices where free delivery by 
carriers is not established, one cent for each 
ounce or fraction thereof. 

SECOND-CLASS MATTER.— Mailable mat- 
ter of this class embraces all newspapers, maga- 
zines, and periodicals, exclusively in print, and 
regularly issued at stated periods from a known

office of publication, without addition by 
writing, mark or sign, and addressed to regular 
subscriDers. Specimen copies of a newspaper, 
or copies sent to any other than (regular sub- 
scribers, cannot be sent through the mails at the 
pound rates. The subscription necessary to 
constitute the person making it, or for whom it 
is made, a regular subscriber, must be for a 
period of time for which the publisher, accord- 
mff to his published terms, offers to supply his 
publication to subscribers by mail. On all news- 
papers and periodical publications, addressed 
and mailed as above prescribed, and issued 
weekly or oftener, one cent a pound or a frac- 
tion thereof. On all newspapers and periodical 
publications, addressed and mailed as above 
prescribed, and issued less frequently than once 
a week, one cent a pound or fraction thereof. 

LOCAL PAPERS. Etc., AT LETTER^ 
CARRIER OFFICES.— The postage on news- 
papers (excepting weekhes), periodicals and cir- 
culars deposited in a letter-carrier office for 
delivery, by the office (through the box or gen- 
eral delivery), or by its carriers, is as follows : 

1. On newspapers (excepting weeklies), 
whether regular or transient, and without 
regard to weight or frequency of issue, one cent 
each. 

2. On periodicals (other than newspapers), 
whether regular or transient, exceeding two 
ounces in weight, one cent each. 

3. On periodicals (other than newspapers), 
whether regular or transient, exceeding two 
ounces in weight, two 'cents each. 

4. Circulars, unsealed, one cent each. These 
rates to be prepaid by postage stamps affixed.; 
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5. Weekly newspapers (excepted above), to 
regular subscribers, one cent per pound, to be 
weighed in bulk, and prepaid at the office of 
mailing. 

6. Newspapers or other seco. d-class matter, 
to trans^ient parties, one cent for each four ounces 
or fraction thereof, to be prepaid by postage 
stamps affixed. 

COUNTY PAPI!BS,—l^ewBp&pers (without 
regard to frequency of issue), one copy to each 
subscriber actually for the time being residing 
in the county where the same are printed, in 
whole or in part, and published, are entitled to 
pass free of postf^ through the mails ; but they 
shall not be delivered at letter-carrier offices nor 
distributed by carriers unless postage is paid 
thereon at the following rates, namely: On 
weeklies or papers issued more frequently, one 
cent a pound or fraction thereof; on papers is- 
sued less frequently than once a week, one cent 
a pound or fraction thereof, to be prepaid at the 
mailing office by "special adhesive stamps." 

THIRD-CLASS MATTER.— This class is di- 
vided into two divisions, each division having 
a snecified price. 

One cent for two ounces, — Almanacs, books 
(printed), calendars, catalogues, corrected proofs, 
hand-bills, magazines, when not sent to regular 
subscribers, maps— lithographed or engraved — 
music, printed sheet, occasional publications, 
pimphlets, posters, proof sheets, prospectuses. 
Regular publications, designed primarily for ad- 
vertising purposes, or for free circulation, or for 
circulation at nominal rates. 

One cent for each ounce. — Blank books, blank 
cards, card boards and other flexible material, 
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chromo-lithographs, circulars, engravings, en- 
velopes, letter paper, merchandise models, orna- 
mented paper, postal cards, when sent in bulk 
and not addressed, photographic views, photo- 
graphic paper, printed blanks, printed cards, 
sample caros, samples of ores, metals, minerals 
and merchandise, seeds, cuttings, bulbs, roots 
and scions, steroscopic views. Weight of single 
package limited to four pounds, except in tne 
case of a single book, which may weign more. 

POSTAL CARDS —A postal card should have 
no writing or printing upon its face other than 
the address to entitle it to pass by mail as such. 
If not delivered in sixty days postmasters are 
instructed to burn them. Cards issued by pri- 
vate parties containing any written matter ex- 
cept the address, cannot pass by mail at less than 
letter rates, as they are not postal cards within 
the meaning of the law. The pasting of a busi- 
ness card, or any printing or writing whatever, 
on a postal card, will prevent its transmission 
by mail. Postal cards may be forwarded upon 
the written request of the parties to whom tney 
are addressed, but not after having once been 
delivered from the office. An ordinary printed 
business card may be sent through the mails 
when prepaid by a one-cent postage stamp at- 
tached ; but such cards must contain absolutely 
no tvritten matter except the address; otherwitre 
it will be treated as not fully prepaid, and re- 
fused admission into the mails. 

ARTICLES UNMAILABLE. — Packages 
containing liquids, poisons, glass, explosive 
chemicals, live animals, sharp-pointed instru- 
ments, sugar, or any other matter liable to de- 
face or destroy the contents of the mail, or injure 
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the person of any one connected with the ser- 
vice. All letters upon the envelope of which, 
or postal cards upon which obscene, scurrilous 
or abusive epithets have been written or printed, 
or disloyal devices, printed or engraved, and let- 
ters or circulars concerning illegal lotteries, so 
called, gift concerts, or other similar enterprises 
oflfering prizes, or concerning schemes devised 
and intended to deceive and defraud the public. 
Also all obscene, lewd or lascivious books, pamph- 
lets, pictures, papers, prints or other publications 
of an indecent character. 

FORWARDING MATTER.— Letters which 
have not been delivered can be forwarded with- 
out additional charge, upon a written request. 
A local letter cannot be forwarded unless pre- 
paid at the rate of two cents per half ounce or 
miction. Letters once delivered from a post 
office cannot be remailed without prepayment of 
postage. Printed matter cannot be forwarded 
unless stamps are left with the postmaster for 
that purpose. 

GENERAL RULES.— Full payment by 
stamps required on all transient printed matter, 
foreign and domestic. All letters not prepaid 
by stamps, all letters received with stamps cut 
from stamped envelopes, or with stamps that 
were in use prior to 1861, or with revenue stamps 
on them, are treated as unmailable, and sent to 
the Dead-Letter Office. Quarterly rates of post- 
age cannot be received for a less time than one 
quarter. Parties claiming to have paid postage 
in advance at the mailing office must produce a 
receipt or other satisfactory evidence that the 
postage has been paid as claimed. All letters to 
he mailed must be plainly addressed, and the 
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name of the post-office, state and county clearly 
written. Any printed matter so marked or 
written upon as to convey any other or further 
information than is conveyed by the original 

grint, is subject to letter rates of poste^e. 
tamps should be placed on the upper right- 
hand corner of the addressed side of an enve- 
lope. Matter subject to letter postage, upon 
which one full rate (two cents) has been paid, is 
entitled to be forwarded by mail, the balance 
due thereon to be rated up at the mailing office 
for collection on delivery, thus : A package 
weighing one ounce and a half, with postage of 
two cents affixed, should be endorsed **four 
cents postage due,'' and forwarded by the post- 
master at the mailing office, which the post- 
master at the office of delivery must collect, 
observing the same proportion in larger or 
smaller packages. There is nothing in the 
postal law making exceptions in favor of mail 
matter passing from one state official to another. 
Postmasters are not required to receive in pay- 
ment for postage mutilated notes — ^that is, notes 
not worth their full value ; nor are they required 
to receive notes so much soiled or defaced that 
their genuineness cannot be clearly ascertained. 
Any inclosure in a newspaper addressed to a 
regular subscriber, whether residing in or out of 
the county where the same is published (except 
a genuine supplement thereto and bills and 
receipts for subscription), subjects the package 
to letter postage. Fractional parts of posti^ 
stamps will not be recognized in prepayment of 
postage. Postmasters are not allowed to give 
credit for postage, nor to deliver any mail matter 
until all the postage thereon has oeen paid. A 
business card impressed on the wrapper or enve- 
lope of any printed matter, or a simple mark 
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designed to call attention to any article in such 
printed matter, does not subject it to letter post- 
age. In every case of loss oy mail, the office 
should be inamediately notified of the facts, 
with information as to the contents of the letter, 
when, where, and by whom mailed, and any 
other mformation that would assist in a thorough 
investigation. Any article of mail matter, sub- 
ject to postage at the rate of one cent for each 
ounce or fraction thereof, which may be enclosed 
in the same package with items subject to the 
rate of one cent for each two ounces or fraction 
thereof, will subject the entire package to the 
highest rate, viz.: one cent for each ounce or 
fraction thereof. Inserts placed between the 
pages of x>eriodicals, but having no connection 
with such publications as properly parts thereof, 
will subject the entire package to postage at the 
rate of one cent for eacn two ounces or fraction 
thereof. All packages of matter of the third- 
class must be so wrapped or enveloped, with 
open sides or ends, that their conten1» may be 
readily and thoroughly examined by postmas- 
ters without destroying the wrappers ; but seeds 
and other articles liable, from their form or 
nature, to loss or damage unless specially pro- 
tected, may be enclosed in unsealed bags or 
boxes which can readily be opened for exam- 
ination of the contents and reclosed ; or sealed 
bags, made of material sufficiently, transpa- 
rent to show the contents clearly, without 
opening, may be used for such matter. Matter 
of the third-class, enclosed in sealed envelopes 
notched at the ends or sides, or with the comers 
cut off, cannot be mailed except at letter-post- 
age rates. Matter of the second and third 
classes containing any writing whatever, will 
be charged with letter postage, except as fol- 
6 
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lows : The sender of any artiole of the third- 
class of mail matter may write his or her name 
or address therein, or on the outside thereof, 
with the word ''from'' above or preceding Uie 
same, or may write briefly or print on any pack- 
age, the number and names or the artieles 
enclosed. 

MONEY ORDERS—DoMBSTic— Especial at- 
tention is called to the money-order system as 
a safe and cheap method of transmitting small 
sums through the mails. Orders are issued in 
sums of not more than $100. Xiarger atuounts, 
not exceeding $300, can be transmitted to the 
same person, at the same tune, by additional 
orders. After once paying a money-order, the 
post-office department will not be liable to any 
further claim therefor; and the public are 
strictly cautioned to take all means to prevent 
their loss. In taking out a money-order, be 
careful in stating correctly the given name, as 
well as the surname, of the person in whose 
favor it is drawn; also, to make known the 
name and address of the person taking out the 
order to the x>erson in whose favor it is drawn. 
Neglect of these instructions will risk the loss 
of money, besides leading to delay and trouble 
in payment. Individual presenting money- 
orders for payment must be identined as the 
proper person to receive the money. The rates 
are : On orders not exceeding $10, eight cents ; 
over $10 and not exceeding $15, ten cents ; over 
$15 and not exceeding $30, fifteen cents ; over 
$30 and not exceeding $40. twenty cents ; over 
$40 and not exceeding $50, twenty-five cents; 
over $50 and not exceeding $60, tnirty cents ; 
over $60 and not exceeding $70, tmrty-five 
cents; over $70 and not exceeding $80, for^ 
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cents : over |80 and not exceeding $100^ forty- 
five cents. A single money-order may include^ 
any amount from one cent to one hundred dol- 
lars inclusive, but must not contain a fractional* 
part of a cent. 

Foreign.— Rates of commission, U. 8. cur- 
rency, charged for issuing international money- 
orders, to be transmitted by postmaster at New 
York to Germany: On orders not exceeding 
$10, fifteen cents; over $10 and not exceeding 
$20, thirty cents ; over $20 and not exceeding 
$30, forty-five cents ; over $30 and not exceed- 
ing $4^, sixty cents ; over $40 and not exceeding 
$50, seventy-five cents. The same rates are 
charged'to Great Britain, Switzerland, France. 
Italy, Belgium, Spain, Handwich Islands, and 
Japan. No fraction of cents to be introduced 
in an order. United States treasury or national 
bank notes only received or paid. Postmasters 
must require the applicants for a money-order, 
in all cases, to write his own given name and 
surname in full ; and when the given name of 
the payee is known, it should be so stated, 
otherwise initials may be used. The given 
names of married women must be stated, and 
not those of their husbands — for example, Mrs. 
Mary Brown must not be described as Mrs. 
WiUiam Brown. Names of parties and places, 
and the sums, to be written in the plainest pos- 
sible manner. 

REGISTERED LETTERS.— Only letters or 
mail matter upon which full letter rates of post- 
age have been paid can be registered. The fee 
upon registerea letters is ten cents. Each let- 
ter registered must have the name and address 
of the writer endorsed on the back. Persons 
applying for registered letters must prove their 
identity. 
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STAMPED ENVELOPES.— A request for 
the return of a letter to the writer, if unclaimed 
within thirty days or less, written or piinted, 
with the writer's name, post-office, and state on 
the upper left-hand comer of the envelope, on 
the face side, will be complied with. Stamped 
envelopes spoiled in directing are redeemed at 
the post-office from which purchased.
